The “program,” the renult of a cl­ 
eaned “survey” made .by the same

Harrisburg, Dec. 19.—Tho Ludlow 
Indeterminate sentence law which was 
passed by the 1923 legislature and 
which reduce*!* the minimum sentence* 
to ong-half the maximum sentence was 
assailed by Samuel H. Gardner, dis 
triet .attorney of 
Allegheny county, 
when he appeared before tho board 
of pardons today at its December ses­ 
sion. 
The district attorney aaid that 
for six years he; had not appeared be­ 
fore the board, but that, in view of the 
increasing number of applicants foi 
pardons, he believed it his duty to be­ 
hear*! personally. 
Mr. Gardner Raid th at the “law 
breaker of today has a 
fifty-fifty 
chance to go free,” and asserted thai 
he has a fifty-fifty chance of being 
paroled unless convicted of a 
high 
grade felony and if it is such a crime 
he gets off with half the maximutb 
sentence formerly provided by law. 
Attorney General Woodruff, a mem 
b y of the board, asked Mr, Gardner, 
“i>o you mean that the pardon board 
ha.s been encouraging crime?'* To this 
Mr. Gardner replied, “No, I wouldn't 
say that, but if pardons are granted 
promiscuously the criminal ha.** anoth­ 
er chance.”

So with all of God's he­ 
roes—He never hides their weaknesses 
and failures. They are not perfect be 
ingf, even though chosen and used of 
God, but men of like passions with us 
They are not finished work, but In 
tile making. 
Abraham obeys the call of God ai* 
the sacrifice of every earthly tie and 
possession—lives a life of most re- 
markable faith separated unto God's 
will—until he entertains angels of 
Heaven in Ida tent and shares pro­ 
found secrets with the Most High. 
Then he turns aside to deceit and 
cowardice—saying his wife is hi* sis­ 
ter. 
This is the very sin that over­ 
took him twenty years before. 
Up to 
th** surface It comes again when the 
same combination of circumstances 
to ts Abraham’s faith and fidelity. Ah, 
tvhnt a mirror his life is to us. I*ook 
Into it and we see our own perfidy 
and failures reflected. 
Here Is the 
mily solution of such Incon«lstenciea. 
The man of God is never placed upon 
a pedestal as perfect. 
However rich 
in faith, true to separation. Christlike 
Sn character development, be still has 
the old Adams nature—unchanged 
and nuchangeable. He has been horn 
of the Spirit, baptized Into the Spirit, 
indwelt by the Sprit, sealed by the 
Spirit, yet he still lives his life in ilia 
flesh which loateth against the Spirit. 
The old nature Is not eradicated. 
nor destroyed, but a new divine nature 
has been implanted to live and grow 
and overcome the old by its victorious 
lower and fruitfulnews. 
But the old 
Is still there and simply needs proper 
surface conditions to manifest ltselt 
although it walla the opportunity for 
twenty years. Th*? flesh In the saint 
is the same as in the sinner. It will 
defile the life of faith even as a life 
of unbelief. The lessons of Abraham's 
defection arc significant. 
L We never get beyond the possibil­ 
ity of ain to long as we are in this 
world. One of Satan's most sue* esafnl 
artifices it to deceive the saints of 
God into a profession ot sinless per­ 
fection. To hoaat you cannot sin any 
more Is of itself to aln all the more. 
No Scripture can ho found to support 
such an experience. Thore that seem 
to, declare the perfectness of the com 
pleted work of Christ’* sn cr; fie**—but 
do not describe the present earthly 
state of the child of God. 
II. The result of inch sinful conduct 
la not lost natation but broken fel­ 
lowship. So few children of God Lave 
learned to diatinguish between role 
tionshlp and fellowship. The one de­ 
pend* upon birth and the other upou 
behavior. The one is initial, unchange­ 
able and eternal; the other is inter 
mittent, receivable and progressive. 
Oue is the acceptance of Christ’s fin­ 
ished work—the other the appropria 
Hon of that work. Oh, the children of 
God who are misbehaving: worldly, 
like Lot; who lose their temper, like 
Moses; fleshly, like David; who deny 
their Lord, like Peter; Intolerant, like 
the Sons of Thander; who go fishing 
when Christ needs them most, Uke the 
disciple* after the resurrection. Such 
are we—“Let him that tbinketh he 
standeth take heed lest he fall.'* Our 
safety is in Him alona 
But broken 
fellowship means a worthless testi­ 
mony. The King of Gerar reproached 
Abraham for hi* unbecoming conduct 
and God was misrepresented to the 
heathen. 
It Is impossible to witness 
unless we arc living in unbroken fel­ 
lowship. 
Lip* and life must tell rh** 
same story. 
III. Tile secret of avoiding such hu­ 
miliating experiences is to walk in the 
light. If we walk Injhe light, we have 
fellowship. 
Abraham turned south t > 
Gerar, not by divine orders. He was 
allured 
from 
separation 
when 
he 
should have stayed where God put 
him. 
He may have had tho best of 
motives and purest of desires hut lie 
got out of the piith of obedience and 
out of the protecting grace of God. He 
was permitted to fall a prey to the 
lusting old nature that he might learn 
once more the old, old lesson: “Trust 
and obey, for there’s no other way to 
be happy in Jesus, but to trust and 
obey,”
